LE-HI-HO GOES TO HARRISBURG 

A new omnibus crime bill designed (theoretically) to update some of the 
state's laws and penalties as well as the parole and sentencing systems, 
is currently on the judiciary committee in Harrisburg. 

Hearings were held on the bill on May 1, and LE-HI-HO and HAL of Phil- 
adelphia were there to explain to state senators why the bill is a dud, 
particularly in the section dealing with sex activity between consenting 
adults. 

The present Penal Code stipulates in article V, section SOs: Cnet. 
"Whoever carnally knows in any manner any animal or bird, or carnally 
knows any male or female person by the anus or by or with the mouth, or 
whoever voluntarily submits to such knowledge is guilty of sodomy, a 
felony..." The nenalty is a maximum $5,000 fine or 10 years in jail or 
both, 

The crime bill, Senate Bill 1155, changes the current law in two ways: 
aman and his wife would no longer be considered breaking the law by 
performing anal or oral sex acts: others will be guilty of a misdemeanor 
instead of a felony of the second degree. The penalty is up to one year 
in prison, 

What makes the bill a sick joke is the claim by Senator Hill and other 
sponsors that it is a progressive updating of the state's penal code, 

In fact it fosters an injustice as old as this country - the virtually 
explicit dominance of church over state, There is simply no way in which

practices among homosexuals - can offend society if the shades are down. 
Pennsylvania law now on the books tips its-kermd-when it-refers-to “ 
"carnally knowing.” Carnality is a strict. theological word, defined in 
the -Amertéan College PDictionarv as "Not spiritual, merely human," The | 
concept originates with the biblical view that sex in any form is filthy 
and sinful. 

Whether or not this is true is a religious ‘question, and ‘to impose this 
thinking by ldw is to flagrantlv disrezard the guarantee Or the Bilt or 
Richts that church will not impose its tenets’on state through law. No 
matter what ones persuasions hapven to be religiously and sexually, one 
must find any "updating"..of..aur. penal: law-which ‘perpetrates.government- 
enforced religious beliefs a travesty..-. but a very dangerous one. 

That's the message LE-HI-HO and HAL delivered in Harrisburg. The 
speeches and discussions may have gotten some wheels moving in senatorial 
heads, but only numbers will get action. It's urgent that every LE-HI-HO 
member write to Senator Hill at the capital urging that our legislature 
eliminate the whole concept of sex crimes between consenting adults, 
just: as has been done in Illinois and Connecticut. We are not asking 
this state to pioneer - just to follow the excellent examples set by | 
these two states. 

Our plea in this case is not limited to homosexual rights, but for 
those of all citizens who have a right to sexual freedom. That fact 
should probably be reflected in your letter. And right now your letter 
is incredibly important. There is probably nothing you and I could do 
which would have more potential for safeguarding our sexual freedom and 
eliminating harassment unen writing that letter. Please determine to 
do so today.

EDITORIAL: HOMOSRXUALITY - A CHEMICAL INRATANCE - 

The. April..26,. 19fiveditaon. or Newsweek magazine fant ayaa an article 
entitled "Homosexual Chemistry," “Tt is a report on a west coast physi 
cian who claims to have found s# chemical inbalance that is associated 
with homosexuality. Dr. ™. Sidney Margolese, an endocrinologist, states 
that the imbalance is Found in the ratios of two chemicals produced in 
the urine of males when te :stosterone, the male sex hormone, is broken. 
down by the Body, The two chemicals in question are androsterone and 
etiocholanolone. In his investisation, Dr, Margolese states that the. 
amount of androsterone compared to the amount of etiocholanolone was — 
invariably greater in the heterosexual, while in homosexuals the ratio 
was always reversed, Challenged by. Dr. Oscar: Janiger, ‘a’psychiatrist | 
at the University of California, Dr.:Margolese is reported to have ; 
correctly identified the sexual inclination of a mixed group of males 
by analyzing their urine. Dr. Margolese cautions, "There is no cause. 
and-effect relation between the androstcrone/etiocholanolone amounts 
and homosexuality." I feel that Dr. Margolese mdisconstrues the pos- 
Sible implications of this work, | 

I do not wish to seem unnecessarily alarmist, but I can see dangers 
arising for homosexuals because. of this study. Should the repression 
of homosexuals become radicalized, as many believe could happen, the 
police could arrest "suspect" males and subject them to urinalyses to 
determine, chemically, if the males are, indeed, homosexual. They 
could possibly be imprisoned, simply on the chemical proof of their 
inversions and should a cause-and-effect relationship be developed 
based on this chemical imbalance, the subject individuals would be 
"treated" to correct both the chemical imbalance and their homosexuality. 

As the Newsweek caption under Dr. Margolese's picture might be seen | 
to indicate, "How to svot a deviate,” Dr. Margolese may have managed 
to give the antagonists and onnosition to Gays some powerful and
